tion. 


It is elegantly ne by the_royal 


_ Pfalmiſt, 20 the prerious Ointment on the Head, 


which ran down to the Beard, even unto Aaron 
Beard, and went down to the Skirts of his 
Olathing, Pful. cxxxiii. 2. as grateful in its 
Flavour, as diffuſive in its Influence. 

; Wherefore our bleſſed Saviour, who was 
Love incarnate, made it his lateſt Requeſt, 
his dying Injunction to his choſen e 
that they ſhould love one another. 

Accordibgly the beloved Diſciple, whoſe 


Soul ſeems more inflatned with this divine 


Principle, than thoſe of his Brethren, in all 
his Writings" inſifts moſt particularly upon 
this Doctrine; and is ſaid in his extremeſt 


W when „ of preaching long Ser- 


mons, 
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mons, to have been ſo mindful of his Maſter's - 

Command, 1o ſenſible of the bleſſed Ef- | 
feds that would neceſſarily flow from the 
Practice of this Duty, that he cloſed the 
Apoſtolick Age, and the holy Canon of 
Revelation, with this conſtant, repeated, 
important Leflon, My dear Children, love one 
another. It is indeed a Virtue the molt 
Joyous in itſelf, and the moſt beneficial to 
others, within the whole Compaſs of Mo- 
rality ; it glads the Heart of thoſe who poſ- 
ſeſs it, and of thoſe who receive the Effects 
of it; and gives them a kind of Foretaſte 
of the Manner, by which unembodied Spi- 
rits communicate with each other; ſuch 
. is the mutual Intimacy and Complacency 
which Love creates in the Minds of Men. 
And from hence muſt neceſſarily flow in- 
ceſſant Acts of Bounty and Beneficence, in 
a | Diſcharge of all Manner of good 
Offices: Participation of friendly Advices, 
A all Wants and Neceſſities, par- 
ing of Joys, relieving of Sorrows, are 
Part of the bleſſed Fruit grow ing on this 
delightful Naut, mich our Heauenly Father hath 
c | B 2 planted 
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ed in the Heart of every one, ho enjoys 
? and practices this Virtue. 

- But common Love hath its Value Aill great- 
* increas d, by being advanc'd into charity; 
for Charity is the true and proper Love of 
Chriſtians; that natural Spirit of Benevolence 
and good Will, interwoven with our origi- 
nal Frame and Conſtitution by him who 
made and faſhioned us, improved and ſanc- 
tified by the Faith which is in Chriſt Jeſus 
our Lord. Acts of moral Love are done 
unto our Brethren for Nature's ſake, to gra- 


tify that Pity and tender Compaſſion which 


we find in our ſelves at the Sight or Know- 
ledge of miſerable or diſtreſſed Objects; and 
to — that ſectet Joy and d Satiſ- 
faction, which ariſe in , Man's Heart 
upon his relieving them: But Deeds of 


Charity are done alſo for the Lord's ſake, be- 


cauſe we believe, and are ſure, that Chriſt 


has made them an eminent Part ef our 
Duty; has declared this Love of our Neigh- 


bour, to be one of the main Hinges, on 
which hang all the Lam and the Prophets 3 
and hana, will e "and. reward it; as 
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done unto- himſelf, -But this general Duty 


is ſometimes more immediately directed to 
particular Objects, and that chiefly on ſpe- 
cial Occaſions: Thus the Apoſtolical Advice 


is, to do Good unto all Men, but eſpecially to |

v. 8. And agreeably to this, we have a like 
Exhortation in my Text, Let brotherly Love 
continue.

towards the Brethren of the ſacred Tribe of 


God's Prieſts : For tho' we are all in a ſpi- 


ritual, a ſcriptural Senſe, the Sous of dh 
Clergy, ſince we are by Them regenerated 
unto a new, a better Life; yet they who 
are the Sons of the Clergy by Nature and 
Birth, as well as by Grace — Regeneration, 


have, upon this Account, a better Claim to 


the Charity of all! Men, but eſpecially of 


thoſe who are of the ſame Order, or the 


ſame Original and Deſcent. 
In ſuch Degrees of Fraternit V, do the 


Perſons who are to the Benefit of this 
Day's Collection, ſtand unta us: Let their 


Wants, I beſeech you, be precious in your 


Sight, and ſee that your Supplies be ſuitable 
to out Brethren. Ve are not to {hut up 
your Bovels of Gompaſſion from the mean-

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the Son of the CIE Rr. 


to open your Hand wide, Deut. xv. 11. to 


thoſe who have ſo juſt a Demand upon you, 


on Account of theſe their near and mami- 
fold Relations, eſpecially they among you, 


to whom God has opened his Hand, and 


filled them with Plenteouſneſs. Seemerh it 
but a ſmall Thing, that God choſe their Fathers 


to bring them near to himſelf, to ſtand before 


the Congregation, and to miniſter unto them? 


Numb. xvi. 9. Magnify, I pray you, their 


Office in the liberal Supply of your carnal 
Things, to the Offspring of thoſe who have 


been Miniſters in ſpiritual Things, and yet do 


miniſter ? _ | 

The Children of the Jewiſh Prieſthood 
were effectually provided for by their here- 
ditary Succeſſion to that Office: For tho? 


Levi had no Lot or Portion of the Land of 


Promiſe among his Brethren, yet the Lord 
was his Inheritance, Deut. x. 9. and a goodly 


Heritage this was : The Sons of that Clergy 


were by God's ſpecial Appointment, not on- 
ly adorned with Robes that might attract 
the Byes, and procure Reſpect of the Be- 
holders for their Beauty and Glory, Exod, xxviii.

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40. but they had all the choice Parts of 
the Sacrifices for their Maintenance, the fir(# 
Fruits, and beſt of the Oil, the Wine, and the 
heat, every devoted Thing in Iſrael, and a 
Right to the Firſilings of all Cattle, a in 
Kind or in Value, Numb. xviii. 11, 33; 

and the Claim to theſe aſſured to 2 by 


this menacing Command of. God, take 'Heed 


that thou forſake not the Levite, ſo long as thou 
liveſt upon thy Earth, Deut. xii. 19. So that 
the Parents of thoſe Children had no Fears 
or Anxieties concerning what might become 
of them after their Deceaſe, ſince God Was 
their Portion for ever. 


And ſhall a Chriſtian Prieſt have more 


Reaſon to be apprehenſive of a Failure of 


Maintenance to his Family than a Jew ? 


Shall the Miniſter of this better Covenant, 


have them worſe provided for undey the 


Goſpel, than under the Law? God forbid!” 


Thoſe who now wait at the Altar, are in- 
deed Partakers with the' Altar, even as the 
Lord ordained, that they who preach the Goſpel, 


Should live of - the Goſpel, 1 Cor. ix. 13; 14. 


tho in many Inſtances 4 in theſe Kingdoms 
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their Income be far ſhort of 4 Living. How- 
ever, in general, the Clergy may be ſaid to 
have a Competency for their own Lives; 
but their Children have no publick or certain 
Proviſion, like thoſe of the Jewiſh Prieſts : 
They might, many of them, be Vagabonds, 
and beg their Bread, did not the brotherly 
Love, which is under our preſent Conſide- 
ration, interpoſe between them and Poverty, 
ſupply their Wants and Neceſſities, and pro- 
ride for their Education and Support. 
And this is the End and Deſign of the 
Feaſt of Charity, to which we are this Day 
invited; let us take effectual Care that there 


be no Spot or Blemiſb in it: Should any ſor- 


did or coverous Thought have Acceſs to 
our Hearts at this Time, it would render 
us as unworthy Gueſts, as he was at the 
Marriage-Feaſt who had not on a Wedding 
Garment. | 

There cannot be a greater Call, for even 
your Profuſion of Charity, than that now 
offer d; the common Poor ye have always 
with you, and whenſoe ver ye will, ye may do 
them good; but this Occaſion, ye have not al. 
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10 A Sermon preach'd before 
ways. The Crumbs which fall from your 
Table, even a Cup of cold Water, admi- 
niſter'd with a true Chriſtian Diſpoſition 
and Temper, may find proper Objects, and 
be accepted and rewarded: But here a lar- 
ger Field preſents it ſelf to you, wherein 
each one may contend for the Maſtery in 
this Labour of Love, and all may obtain the 
Prize : The Children of God's Servants, 
the Sons of the Prophets, the Deſcendants 
of thole who miniſter'd to you in holy Things, 
apply to you for ſuch a Meaſure of your 
Bounty and Liberality, as becomes ſuch 
Suitors: Wherefore give plenti fully on this 
bleſſed Occaſion: Be not afraid tho theſe 
be made rich: Let not any grudging Reflec- 
tion lay hold on you, / if haply ye be found 
#0 be Lovers of Money, more than Lovers of 
the Brethren, more than Lovers of God. 
Not that there is any Room, at preſent, 
for the leaſt . of this Kind; 
the numerous and noble Appearance volun- 


tarily aſſembled to do Honour to this Day, 
the free and open Countenances, with all 
_ the. Signs and Tokens of chearful Givers, 
which 
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which grace the particular Members of this 
auguſt Aſſembly, baniſh all Fears of unſui- 


table Oblations, and give the ſtrongeſt and 


ſureſt Preſages of their effectual Love to the 
Brethren. 


Moſt of thoſe, whom I ſee here, a are al- 
ready well exerciſed in this laudable Work ; 


they are conſtantly attending on this very 
Thing; they are continually refreſhing the 


Bowels of the Saints; and the Deſign which 


they have ſo induſtriouſſy promoted, the 
Lord hath cauſed it to proſper. By this 
Means are the Hearts of the Fathers turned 


unto their Children, ſince not only Theſe have 


been relieved by it, but the Parent likewiſe 
has been delivered from thoſe Cares and 
Compunctions of Soul, with which the 
Thoughts of his on Inability to make pro- 
viſion for his Family, muſt otherwiſe natu- 
rally have affected his Mind: This ena- 
bles him to go thro! the ſeveral Offices of 
his Miniſtry, and to diſcharge every Arti- 
cle of it, with that Calmneſs, and Quiet of 


Mind which becomes the Diſpenſarion of the 


N Peace. 
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But thoſe, who have gone before me in 
this Service, have ſo excellently woll ſet 
forth the Nature, Neceſſity, and Importance 
of this Duty, ſhewing the many great Ad- 
vantages which accrue to the Givers and Re- 
ceivers, to the Church and Nation, from a 
due and adequate Diſcharge of it, that there 
is but little Occaſion for me to attempt any 
further Enlargement upon it: The Seed 

. which they ſowed, found fo good a Soil, and 
bas beenſo graciouſly . with the Dew 
of Heaven from above, that it has brought 
forth a plentiful Harveſt, in the noble and 
generous Contributions which have been 
hitherto made upon this Occaſion. And 
tho it was in the Beginning, like the leaſt 
of all Plants, yet did it take fach deep Root, 
that it 18 grown up even unto Heaven, and the 
Birds of the Air come and lodge in the Branches 
thereof; the Poor, the Fatherleſs, and the Wi- 
dow have now, for many Years, found Food 
and Shelter from this flouriſhing Society; by 
this Means are they born on Eagles gn above 
all the Dangers and Temptations of Pover- 
ty, which is 4 Sword of Satan s,. Wherewith 
239 HS he 
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he ſlayeth Men continually. I think we may 
hope, upon good -Grounds, that it is that 
wherein we may chiefly preſume to liken the 
reſent Time to the primitive Ages, in which 
it was uſually ſaid, by way of Proverb, Ser 
how the Chriſtians love one another. And pars 
ticularly, in this great and opulent City, 
are there many gracious Streams, pouring 
forth Benefactions on theſe proper and pub- 
lick Occaſions; and eſpecially at this joyful 
Seaſon, do the Rivers of the Flood thereof re- 
freſh the Hearts of the Brethren, filling them 
with Food and Gladneſs.. | 
And, indeed, this our renowned Metro- 
polis is nat more famous for her Riches and 
Magnificence, than for her many and fignal 
Charities; the one ſeeming to be the mani - 
feſt Effect of the other: For tho' ſome may 
account for this her Preference in the good 
Things of this World, from Natural or Po- 
litical Conſiderations, yet a religious Man 
cannot but look upon this in a moral Light, 
and eſteem it God's Bleſſing upon her, for 
her unparalleled Charities; agreeably to 
the Divine Promiſes of that Kind, in holy

Scripture, #he liberal Soul ſhall be made fat, 
and he that watereth ſhall be watered alſo him- 

elf. bro ae 
J 70 are the Bounties here beſtowed, 
conſiderable only in themſelves; for the 
Influence of ſuch Examples ſpreads far and 
wide, and has provoked to Love and to 
good Works the moſt remote Parts of this 
Kingdom; where there has lately been, diſ- 
cover d another Channel, flowing from the 
ſame Fountain, and directing its Courſe the 
{ſame Way, which produces no ſmall Gain 
in this ſpiritual and glorious Traffickx: And 
give me leave to. obſerve farther, That the 
I Corporation where this good Work has been, 
after your great Pattern, ſo zealouſly begun, 
and ſo fuccelsfully carry d on, finds like- 
wiſe. propertionable Returns from the boun- 
teous Hands of Providence; ſince as they 
emulate the Royal City in the Meaſure of 
abi on 5 e har 
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their Charity, ſo do they come next to her in 
Wealth and Glory. 

The Duty then being 2 well underſtood, 
and the Practice of it having made ſo good 
a Progreſs, it only remains that I ſhould 
exhort you to perſevere in it. Which was 

The Second Thing I propoſed to do from 
| theſe Words, Let Brotherly Love Continue. 
© Perſeverance is eſſential to a right Diſ⸗ 

charge of all our Duties, that which com- 
e their Courſe, and Crowns the Perfor- 
mance of them, with ſuch a Degree of per- 
feftion, as our preſent Infirmities will ad- 
mit of. It is neceſſary 

Firſt, In the wi y Nate of the Thing; 
for ye know how ſevere a Reproach it is to 
hear ou This Man began, and was not able 

to finiſh. And ſince this World is a State 

of n or Tryal, it is abſolutely 
neceſſary that thoſe Rules by which we are 
to be ee thoſe Inſtances in which we 
are to be try d, ſhould be continu'd to us, 

and our Endeavours exerciſed in them, as 
long as we live here on Earth; and this 
cher evidently appears from che ſeveral 
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Images and Figures under which we are 
repreſented in holy Scripture; for unleſs 
the Man may be {aid to have duly perform'd 


his Pilgrimage, and to be entitled to the Re- 


ward of it, who never arrives. at his Jour- 
ny's End; and He may be thought to deſerve 


a corruptible Crown, who runs in a Conrſe, 


and falls ſhort of the Goal; unleſs that 
Souldier may be eſteem'd to have fought a 
good Fight, who quits the Field before the 


Battle be ended; No Chriſtian can be ima- 


gined to have fully diſcharg'd any Duty in- 
cumbent on him, by Virtue of his Calling, 
without perſevering in it all the Days 
of his appointed Time, till his Change com- 
eth. 

Since then, in the Inſtance before us, 
the poor Brethren ſhall never ceaſe out of 
the Land, the Duty of loving and relieving 
them, muſt be as laſting as the Occaſion ; 


this very particular Call for our Charity, 
will, we hope, never fail; for as long as 


our moſt excellent Church continues, which 
we truſt will be as long as the Sun and 


Moon endure, fo long ſhall the Miniſters 


thereof 
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acc enjoy the Liberty of wedlock, which 
the Law of Nature, and the Law of God 


allow them. The Prieſts of the Romiſh 


Church, indeed, are denied this Privilege, 
and loaded with a Yoke of Celibacy, which 
neither their Fathers nor they were able to 
bear, by a Conſtitution, founded upon what 
the Apoſtle calls the Dua of Devils, for- 
biding to marry: But our purer Branch of 
of this holy Vine, bringeth forth no ſuch 
corrupt Fruit, every Man, as well Prieſt as 


Lay man, being here left to his own Judg- 


ment in the Exerciſe of that true Chriſtian 
Liberty wherewith Chriſt has made us free; 


and in conſequence of this, as the Sons of 


the Clergy will ever be in want of your 
_ charitable Aſſiſtance, it is neceſſary that we 
| ſhould always continue in this Love, 
Secondly, We have the Command of God 
himſelf to bind this Part of our Duty on 


our Conſciences, enforced by his own Di- 
vine Example. 


We are commanded to Love our Web 


bour as ourſelves ; which unavoidably infers, 
that this Love muſt determine only with 


D our 
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our Being, ſince no Man ever hated his own 
Fleſh any more in the latter End, than in 
the Beginning of his Life. Continue ye in my 
Love, ſäys our Bleſſed Saviour: Which we 
may preſume to paraphraſe after this Man- 
ner, © Conſider that ye are the Stewards of 
« my Family: I have entruſted you with 
<« Talents, and commanded you to diſpenſe 
ce them to my Brethren, as Occaſions ſhall 
« ariſe, and their Wants require; that 
% your Love to me ſhall be deem'd to be 
*in the fame Proportion, in which you 
« exert it towards them: Be not there- 
« fore negligent in this Truft; think it not 
4 ſufficient to relieve them once and again; 
e your Office is of equal Continuance with 
« your Lives; and if you hope to approve 
« yourſelves faithful and wiſe Stewards, ye 
« muſt occupy till I come.” 

And the divine Example of God himſelf 
ſpeaks the ſame Language; As God the Fa- 
ther gave Life and Being to the whole 
Creation, {ſo He upholdeth and preſerveth 
| all Things, * that we Love

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which is the ſame Yeſterday, to Day, and 


for Ever. 
As God the Son, thro' the ſame bleſ- 
ſed Motive, took upon him our Nature, 


m order to the Reformation and Salva- 
tion of poor miſerable, loſt Mankind, ſo 


having loved his .own, he loved them to the 
End; for greater Love hath no Man, than 
this, that a Man lay down his Life for his 
Friends, John xv. 13. 

As God the Holy Ghoſt, condeſcends 
to be our Guide and Companion, aſſiſting us 
with his gracious Influence, impelling us to 


every good Word and Work, and deterring 


us from all deſtructive Courſes of Life; ſo 


is this, not for a Day, or any temporary 


Seaſon, but we have our bleſſed Redeemer's 
irreverſable Promiſe, that he ſhall be with 
us always, even unto the End of the World, 
Mat. xxvili. at. As in the Beginning of our 
Lives, he gives us the firſt Fruits of 
his Love, by the waſhing of Regeneration, 
ſo doth he Continue throughout the whole 
Courſe of it to ſanctify our Natures, and 
| eee at 
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at the Hour of Death, 10 ſeal us unto the 


Day of Redemption. 


Thus is the Love of God held forth 
unto us, as a Mirroir, wherein we may, 
by Reflexion, ſee that divine Exemplar, 
whoſe Reſemblance we are, by the grea- 
teſt of our Endeavours, conſtantly and in- 
duſtriouſly to aim at, in all manner of 
Inſtances, moſt particularly in that now ſet 
forth unto us, the endleſs Duration of 
God's Love. | 


In the Third, and laſt Place, Let us 
conſider the infinite Danger of neglecting 
to perſevere in this Duty, and the in- 


' eſtimable Recompence of Reward, that ſhall | 


be conferred on all thoſe who Continue in 
this Love. | = 4 <4 
Love is the vital Principle of all our 
good Actions, the Spring which turns the 
Machine of our ſpiritual CEconomy ; | ſo 
that if there be a Failure in this, the 


Whole immediatly becomes diforder'd; the 


Faculties and Operations thereof ceaſe; and 


all is uſeleſs and unprofitable. Wherefore 


the Arch-Enemy of Mankind is ever ready 


to 
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to inſinuate into thoſe, whom he would 
deſtroy, how little neceſſary it is chat 
brotherly Love ſhould continue; that they 
have already done enough, and need not 
be over ſolicitous about that which is to 
come. And the Romiſh Doctrine of Merit, 
together with. the Enthuſiaſtick Nation of 


its being impoſſible to fall from Grace, have 


been very notable Inſtruments for him to 
work this Work withal; and have not a 
little contributed to the Deſtruction of ma- 
ny, whole Sloath, Indolence, or worldly 
Mindedneſs, had render d them liable to 
be devoured by him: So that all imagi- 
nable Care is to be had, leaſt we fall in- 
to this Snare: We muſt be ſtedfaſt, un- 
movable, always abounding in this Work of 

the Lord, if we hope that our Labour ſball 
not be in vain in . Lord, 1 Cor. xv. 
ult. 


Hiking. indeed, can be more dange- 
rous, than for a Man to be too well 1a- 
tisfy'd with his Attainments in ſpiritual 
Duties; and too confident of his own 
Ntreogth, and Ability to perſevere _— . 
Ince 
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ſince the Strongeſt have failed, the Higheſt 
have fallen: One of the Twelve, from a 
familiar Friend, turned Traytor; and there 
are even Angels which kept not their firſ} 
Eſtate, thro' a Defect of Love. 


Every Age has its peculiar Temptations 
proper to that Seaſon of Life: As Touth is 
concerned to keep a ſtrong Hand on the 


Paſſions, and Manhood lies open to At- 
tacks from Ambition and Vanity, ſo old Age 
is commonly obſerved to incline Men 


to a greater Adherence to their Wealth than 


the former Years ; ſo that thoſe, who are 


in their declining Days, have as much Reaſon 
to be upon their Guard againſt the En- 
croachments of the Love of Money, in 
this Seaſon of Danger, as they had to 
againſt other Temptations, 
to which: the ſeveral Stages of Life, now. 
paſt, had expoſed them: Their whole 
Thoughts ſhould be bent on - dying the Death 
of a true Lover of the Brethren, bt their 
"Javier End may be like his. 

- For ſhould the moſt charitable Man alive, 
entertain ſuch ED Affections in m 

En 
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End of his Days, as to withhold, his far- 
ther Relief from his worthy and "indigent 
Brethren, all the good Works which he 
hath done, ſhall not be mentioned unto him, 
in his Sin that he finneth, in the Worſhip of 
Mammon, which he profeſſeth, in that 
ſhall he die. | | 
And as the Danger is great, if we neg - 
le& to perſevere in this Love, ſo is the Re- 
ward, which | ſhall be conferred on thofe 
who endure unto the End, above what we can 
ask or think. Be thou faithful unto Death, 
ſaith our bleſſed Saviour, and I will give thee 
a Crown'of Life, Rev. it. 10. Wherefore let 
this Saying be ever founding in your Ears, 
and fink down in your Hearts, and there will 
be no Fear of falling away from your Du- 
ty: To conſider that God our Saviour 
flat come down from Heaven in the Glory of 
the Father, with the holy Angels, in like Man- 
ner as he was ſeen to go into Heaven 
that he will require a ſtrict Account of our 
Stewardſhip, particularly in what Manner” 
we have relieved the diltrefled Brethren ; 
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and has thole who are duly executing
